Feeding and Care of the Dairy Bull 
H. A. HOPPER in Cornell Extension Bulletin No. 164 


HILE good breeding is the foundation of prog: 
: ress in animal husbandry, the best of breeding 


Es may be largely lost if the young animals are not 
» properly reared. A herd sire to. be efficient should have 
every advantage from the outset. His purchase should in- 
» itiate a long-time program of herd improvement. 
» fare should be guarded at every point. 
© A young animal is a promise of future usefulness only 
‘in proportion to the persistent care expended in fostering 
its full development. Every owner should appreciate this. 
"Many investments in bulls are wasted because the ani- 
— mals are denied the essential opportunities to prove their 
worth or for trifling reasons are destroyed before their 
: usefulness is known. The most discouraging prospect, 
however, is the young bull in the hands of a poor feeder 
»and an indifferent caretaker. To fully sense the hidden 
' possibilities of a breeding animal and to strive to bring 


them out should be the keenest delight of the real stock- 
man.

The Bull Calf 
The details to be considered in rearing young calves 
» are fully discussed in another bulletin’ from this ‘College. 
' The length of the feeding period, and the routine advis- 
able in feeding whole milk, skim milk, or milk substitutes 
under sanitary surroundings are covered therein. 
In the following pages it best serves the practical 
needs to begin with the young. bull five or six 
smonths of age. At from 
six to twelve months of 
age many future herd sires 
are sold and _ shipped to 
their new home.  Experi- 
enced breeders know how 
to ship them so that they 
usually arrive in good con- 
dition.

ers, they demand somewhat more food, especially grain. 
It is desirable to keep them growing, for undersized bulls 
are not regarded with favor. A bull that has the in- 
heritance for size will probably transmit it. The fact that 
he is small because of inadequate food does not affect his 
offspring if they in turn have a fair chance. It is, how- 
ever, difficult for those not familiar with the bull’s an- 


‘cestry and early opportunities for growth to determine 


whether small size is due to poor food supply, physical 
disability, or heredity. 

Efficiency of dairy cattle is correlated closely witb 
size, at least within the breed. Most buyers take it into 
account in making selections. To disregard the value of 
reasonable size in the herd bull is to overlook one essen- 
tial. The treatment of the growing bull should be such 
as to make him attain as much size as his heredity and 
surroundings permit. The sale value of his offspring and 
their ability to produce economically are dependent to a 
considerable degree upon size. A small undeveloped sire 
is a poor advertisement to visitors or buyers. 

Factors Influencing Growth 
Size and Form 

Growth expresses itself in various ways and is not 
easy to define. Usually there is an increase in size as 
well as a change in form. Growth is an increase in 
volume intimately bound up with a change ‘in 
form. As the animal becomes older ,specific changes 
may occur which have no sig- 
nificance so faras growth is 
concerned. On the other 
hand, certain beneficial 
changes may take place 
without an outward visible 
sign. Normal growth al- 
ways results in the storage 
of structural elements such 
as protein and ash ma- 
terials in the tissues and 
the skeleton of the animal 
body. As the months pass 
the well-fed young bull 
should assume a pro- 
nounced though symmetri- 
cal change in form, indicat- 
ing a proper distribution of 
the increase in weight. 

Age and Rate of Growth 

The most accurate single 
factor for measuring - the 
growth of a bull is “height 
at the withers.” The height 
and weight data for heifers 
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sion Bulletin 732. During the first year heifers show an 
average gain of 1 pound a day for all breeds, the Hol- 
stein-Friesians averaging 1.28 pounds. During the 
second year the daily average for. all breeds is 
approximately 0.71 pound, with the Ayrshires reaching 
0.83 pound. Similar information on bulls is not available. 
They, however, are usually fed a somewhat heavier allow- 
ance of grain, and for other obvious reasons should be ex- 
pected to gain more rapidly than do heifers. 

It is well to be able to distinguish between real growth 
or simply increase in live weight. The latter is not an 
indication of the desired development in a young animal 
unless it arises in part from skeletal enlargement. The 
impulse to grow is most strikingly shown in the fetal 
stage. With the exception of short periods when it is 
accelerated, this impulse continues with diminishing rate 
until maturity, when an equilibrium is reached. 

Causes of Growth 

Every stockman realizes the necessity of good sur- 
roundings and abundant food in order to secure adequate 
growth. When these are furnished to normal animals, 
good results usually follow. Occasionally a young animal 
normal in appearance fails to make satisfactory growth. 
Such results may be due to abnormal physiological con- 
ditions not apparent to the feeder. 

Normal development seems to be largely controlled 
by internal secretions, having the power in some cases to 
accelerate and in others to retard growth. Whenever the 
normal production and distribution of these substances 
within the body is interfered with, the development of the 
animal is likely to suffer. The bull’s growth, therefore, is 
contingent upon normal physiological behavior which 
usually follows good care. 

The external needs are nourishing food, access to wa- 
ter, comfortable surroundings, and a favorable climate. 
Every growing animal should have access to sunshine. 
Inheritance has some influence on the rate of growth and 
the ultimate size, but poor surroundings and underfeeding 
may readily defeat these genetic forces. The internal 
conditions produced by advancing age are the most sig- 
nificant. Cheap gains on farm livestock come early in 
life. Each additional month the normal rate of growth 
slows down. 

Training the Bull 

The young bull should be firmly handled from calfhood 
and taught to recognize man as his master. He should 
first be halter broken and when about one year of age a 
strong ring should be inserted in his nose. By keeping 
him in a well-built stall and using only strong properly 
fitted ties he can be prevented from learning his tremen- 
dous strength. All bulls more than a year old should be 
regarded with suspicion and taught to know their place. 
Sentimental regard for a bull is always misplaced. 

The horns of a bull may be removed at an early age 
or later as desired. With the young calf the use of caus- 
tic potash before the horns have started growing is the 
most humane method to follow. Some stockmen prefer to 
delay the removal until the bull has reached maturity, 
when the ordeal of removal and the loss of the horns 
will tend to “take the conceit out of him.’ While the 
dehorned bull is still dangerous, much would be gained 
if all bulls were dehorned early in life. 

With proper arrangements of stall and yard, a de- 
horned bull handled by a staff attached to a ring in his 
nose should cause no trouble. Much, however, will de- 
pend on his early training and the courage of his care- 
taker. 

Feeding Growing Bulls 

Bulls are usually first used for light service at from 
ten to twelve months of age. They still have their growth 
to complete, but, if properly fed and used lightly until 
two years of age, no harm should result. 

Their need is for a ration balanced for growth. So far 
as age and capacity permit, the roughages fed should be 
legume hays and pasture grasses at first, with roots and 
a limited amount of silage after the bull is eight months 
of age. There is nothing better than alfalfa, clover, vetch 
hay, or similar fodders for growing bulls. These should 
be fed liberally. They are rich in protein, mineral mat- 
ter, and the vitamins so necessary to growing stock. 
Feed as much as they will clean up regularly. This will 
vary from 8 to 12 pounds. 

Stover, sorghum, ripe timothy, and similar fodders 
are poor roughages for growing bulls. Their use requires

are apparent not only in slower gains but also in the 
general lack of thrift and the poor appearance of the cat. 
tle. Legumes Hasten Growth 

The significance of the kind of roughage fed on the 
gains produced in raising dairy heifers is shown in a re. 
cently conducted demonstration. Two groups of four Hol. 
stein-Friesian heifers each were fed like amounts of g 
given grain ration. Group 1 received alfalfa hay, Group 
2 timothy hay. They were allowed to consume roughage 
at will, no attempt being made to equalize the intake of 
protein. Each heifer received an average of 2.15 pounds 
of the grain mixture daily. The mixture was composed 
of 300 pounds of corn, 300 pounds of oats, 300 pounds of 
bran, and 100 pounds of oilmeal. When the trial began 
the heifers were about five months of age. The demon- 
stration covered a period of 120 days. The comparative 
data from the two groups are as follows:

Those receiving alfalfa made better gains from the 
beginning and, on the whole, the gains were more econom- 
ical. Their rate of increase in weight and height was nor- 
mal, being 96.5 per cent and 91.9 per cent, respectively, of 
the expected development in each measurement. How: 
ver, Group 2, or those fed timothy, made only 73.3 per 
cent and 80.9 per cent, respectively, of the expected de- 
velopment in each measurement. The legume hay gave a 
better heifer at less cost than did the timothy. These re- 
sults would be approximately the same for bulls as for 
heifers. Grain 

In addition to good roughage the growing bull will need 
a liberal allowance of a nutritious grain mixture. The 
amount will depend upon his thrift, his condition, and the 
kind of roughage fed. It will possibly range from 3 to 6 
pounds a day for bulls from eight to sixteen months of 
age. More will be needed when nonleguminous hay is 
fed. 

The composition of the mixture may vary considerably 
and still be satisfactory. On dairy farms, the bulls are 
frequently fed the same dairy ration provided for the milk- 
ing cows. This practice may be justified on the grounds 
of convenience but is usually not the most economical. 
A grain mixture containing not more than from 12 to 15 
per cent of digestible protein should be adequate even for 
immature bulls. The grain mixture given above, in con- 
nection with the demonstration of rearing heifers, has giv- 
en splendid results with growing young stock but con- 
tains only approximately 12 per cent of digestible pro- 
tein. 

For growing bulls the following grain mixtures are sat- 
isfactory. 

Mixture No. 1 
300 pounds corn or barley 300 pounds bran 
300 pounds oats 100 pounds linseed-oil meal 
Mixture No. 2 
300 pounds hominy feed 200 pounds bran 
200 pounds oats 100 pounds linseed-oil meal 
Mixture No. 3 
300 pounds oats 
200 pounds bran 
100 pounds corn 
100 pounds linseed-oil meal 

Ground oats are considered especially valuable for 
bulls, and linseed-oil meal is highly favored. Cottonseed 
meal may be fed in limited quantities with excellent results 
but some feeders dislike it. Corn, oats, bran, and barley, 
together with oilmeal may always be depended upon to 
give results. 

The mixtures given. are suitable for feeding with 
legume hays. Under conditions where timothy hay or 
other nonleguminous fodders are being fed, the propor- 
tion of high-protein feed should be increased. By adding 
100 pounds of cottonseed meal and removing a like 
amount of low-protein feed from either mixture, the in- 
fluence of the poorer roughage would be partly corrected.

305 days. We know of no other sire with as many as 20 
S. O. daughters to have over 90 per cent of his entire list 
producing over 600 lbs. fat. 

When the A. R. requirements were raised a few years 
ago, it was found that of the 60 A. R. O. daughters of 
Fairview Pontiac Beets Korndyke, only one had failed to 
exceed the new requirements, which js quite an unusual 
showing for a sire with as many daughters.

Winana’s Pietertje Netherland, one of the first cows to 
have 7 A. R. O. daughters.

during the months of January and February some 
outstanding accounts of the success of Holstein 
breeders have appeared in the agricultural papers of the 
United States. 

In the February 23 issue of The Iowa Homestead, Mr. 
Herman J. Doscher of the farm firm of Handy & Dos- 
cher, operating a farm one mile south of Postville in Clay- 
ton County, Iowa, received a very fine write-up under the 
heading of, “The Story of a Successful Dairy Farmer.” 
Mr. Doscher, according to the story, held a position in.a 
bank, in a suburb of New York City. On a trip to lowa 
with his father, Herman Doscher expressed a desire to 
farm. Arrangements were made for him to work on the 
E. J. Handy Farm and it was there that Mr. Doscher de- 
termined to get a better understanding of farming and so 
took up a two-year course in agriculture at Ames, Iowa. 
Following his school work he accepted the position of cow 
tester, but soon after due to his ambition, became a part- 
ner with E. J. Handy. His interest was in Holsteins and 
the better feeding of dairy cattle. 

Last year, according to the report, 28 head of Hol- 
steins were being milked at the high period of the year 
and it was in December, 1926, that this farm received a 
check of $609.00 for butterfat delivered to the Postville 
Creamery. Of these 28 milkers three are pure breds and 
the others high grade Holsteins. The high cow in the 
herd has a record of 450 pounds of butterfat, while the 
lowest producing cow yields over 300 pounds. The herd 
average for last year was 350 pounds per cow. 

Another very interesting story of a successful Holstein 
Dairyman appears in the February 25, issue of Hoard’s 
Dairyman. The story is entitled, “Konop Does Nothing 
by Guess,” and the interesting subhead reads as follows: 
“The Story of a Successful Dairyman Whose Wife Called 
Him Out of a Great City to Find Bright Lights on a 
Farm.” 

When Charles J. Konop of Manitowoc County, Wiscon- 
sin, was 22 years old, he yielded to the gleam of the bright 
lights of the big city. He worked a year as a street car 
conductor and two years with a large electrical concern. 
It seemed that there was a young lady back in Manitowoc 
County who refused to go to the city and so Mr. Konop 
went back to rural life and there, according to Hoard’s 
found “acres of diamonds” in the field of an 86-acre farm. 
Mr. Konop did not start out, the story states, with $3.85 
and one old set of harness, but had through the kindness 
of his own parents and that of his wife a nest egg of 
$4,500. For thirteen years, Charles Konop kept a daily 
diary of the operations of his farm and does nothing by 
guess. Ten years ago he bought a pure bred Holstein bull

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with first calf must produce 10,000 pounds of milk yearly 
to stay on the farm. The requirement of older animals 
are in proportion with their age. Nine cows have aver- 
aged over 17,000 pounds of milk and 593.13 pounds of but- 
terfat in 365 days and three cows with 305-day records 
have averaged over 12,000 pounds of milk and 440.83 
pounds of butterfat. 

The Ohio Farmer of Ferbuary 25, contains a very in- 
teresting story about “W. L. Biddle Master Farmer of 
Fulton County.” The writer of the article, L. L. Rummel, 
says some very splendid things about the Biddle herd and 
the splendid methods of feeding used. According to the 
story, Mr. Biddle sent his son Clark to the state university 
for a short course in agriculture and during the two years 
he was there, became enthused with pure bred Holsteins. 
When he returned home he and his father started with 
pure breds, the first foundation cow being one they pur- 
chased from the state university. The Biddle herd today 
numbers 28 head of which 11 are in milk. Cows of their 
herd have been tested since 1915 and several of the herd 
have milked above 100 pounds a day. Hogs, hens and 
Holsteins are the factors which make this farm a real 
success. 

The February 18, issue of Farm and Ranch, published 
at Dallas, Texas, has as a feature article a story of Mr. 
and Mrs. Otto Atkinson of San Angelo, Texas. The article 
is entitled, “If You Don’t Love ’Em Don’t Own ’Em.”’ It 
tells in a most interesting way how Mr. and Mfrs. Otto At- 
kinson settled in Texas with a total capital of only $1,200, 
but with more than a million dollars worth of ambition. 
The little herd with which they started has now grown to 
92 head of females with an outstanding sire heading the 
herd. With a part of the cows in milk, the average day’s 
production is about 125 gallons and Mr. Atkinson has one 
cow which pays more than the interest on a $2,500 in- 
vestment. The Atkinson herd today is producing an in- 
come of from $50 to $60 a day. 

The January 21, issue of the Pennsylvania Farmer 
carries on its cover page pictures of five: Holstein leaders 
at the pail and in the show ring. In the same issue Roy 
S. Bowen, of Wellsboro, is given splendid mention in an 
article entitled “Good Management Brought Success” 
with a subhead “Hight Pure Breds Equaled Fifteen 
Grades.” 

To Mr. Bowen goes the honor, according to the story 
of having the highest producing herd in the Wellsboro 
Cow Testing Association. His eight pure bred Holstein 
cows average 15,500 pounds of milk and 490.9 pounds of 
butterfat or an average production of three and one-half 
times that of the average for the state. The article is a 
splendid tribute to the success of the owner and to the 
pure bred Holstein cow.

An Impractical By-Law 


HY is Article IV, Section 39 of our By-Laws? Sey- 
W eral breeders have recently asked us this question 
and we have been unable to give them any satis- 
factory answer. The section in question reads as follows: 
Selier’s Certificate of Service 
In case of pregnant females sold, it shall be the 
duty of the seller upon request of the buyer in addition 

to the application for transfer to furnish a separate 

certificate of service showing the date thereof, and 

the name and number of the bull, and the signature 

of the owner of the bull; but in no case shall the seller 

sign an application for registry as to the breeder or as 

to the owner of the sire, until after the birth resulting 

from such service, and then only when such applica- 

tion for registry has been duly filled out by the owner 

of the calf, including the diagrams of color markings. 

The intent of this By-Law, as we understand it, is to 
prohibit the seller of a pregnant female from giving the 
purchaser the signed application covering the registry of 
the forthcoming offspring until such time as the offspring 
is born and a complete application with the color mark- 
ings is available for the signature of the breeder. This 
By-Law has been on the books a long time and doubtless 
it was the purpose of those who framed it to lessen the 
temptation of fraud. The theory undoubtedly was that if 
the purchaser in such a case had the signed registry ap- 
plications in his possession, he might be tempted to sub- 
stitute another calf in case the one in question should die 
before being registered. 

Practically, however, we cannot see that this require- 
ment would operate with any particular force to prevent 
such a fraud if the purchaser were minded to make such a 
substitution. The seller in such cases very seldom sees 
the calf before application is made for its registration 
and has to depend entirely upon the purchaser for infor- 
mation regarding its date of birth, color markings, ete. 
As a matter of fact, in a great majority of cases the 
seller is acting just as intelligently as to the accuracy of 
the application he is signing when he does it at ‘the time 
of sale as when the application may come back to him 
for signature after the birth of the calf. In either event, 
the correctness of the identity of the calf depends upon 
the integrity of the purchaser and if he is the type of 
man who will make a substitution if he has the applica- 
tions signed in advance he will be just as likely to make a 
similar substitution even though he has to send the ap- 
plication back to the original seller for the necessary 
breeder’s signature. The original seller is just as helpless 
to prevent a fraud in this particular in one case as in the 
other. 

On the other hand, there are plenty of arguments in 
favor of completing the papers at the time the sale is 
transacted. The facts are then all fresh in mind, the 
seller is completing the other necessary papers in regard 
to transfer, etc., and a good deal of correspondence, bother 
and even inaccuracy through mislaying of records would 
be done away with if the By-Laws encouraged the signing 
and delivering of all necessary applications promptly after 
sale is consummated. Such a change in the By-Laws would 
further be legalizing a practice that many breeders are 
now following, in spite of this By-Law, as a matter of con- 
venience. 

The physchology of the above Section is undoubtedly 
correct in its intent, but we do not think it is effective 
enough in its operation to warrant the inconvenience and 
trouble it causes both buyers and sellers who are trying to 
live strictly up to every provision in the By-Laws govern- 
ing our Association. 

We would be glad to see the Milwaukee convention 
have an opportunity to vote upon a change in this By-Law. 
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Proposed amendments to the By-Laws are required to be 
in the hands of the Secretary forty days before the con- 
yention, or this year by April 27.

Remember that the official ballot only is to be used, 
that it must be in the hands of the Secretary by April 27, 
and that applications and other matter intended for the 
Secretary’s office should not be included in the same 
envelope as these ballots are all held for the later atten- 
tion of the Committee on Elections.

FARM BANKRUPTCIES SHOW 
SHARP DECLINE THROUGH- 
OUT NATION 
Farm bankruptcies in the United 
States declined sharply in 1927, al- 
though the proportion per thousand 
farms remained much higher than be- 
fore the war, the Department of Agri- 
culture stated March oi. Figures 
compiled by the Department show 
that the bankruptcy rate in 1927 was 
.99 per 1,000 farms, compared with 
1.22 in 1926, 1.23 in 1925, and 1.22 in 
1924. The number of farm bankrupt- 
cies per thousand farms in 1913 was 
only .15, or slightly more than the 
average for the decade 1905 to 1914.

in the Province of Quebec 
By R. P. CHARBONNEAU 
Field Representative Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada 


I have been requested by the editor 
of the Holstein-Friesian World to 
report on the work done by the Hol- 
stein heifer clubs in the Province of 
Quebec, organized at the end of the 
year 1926. 

Rules of the Clubs 

The rules governing these clubs 
are the same, except a few changes, 
of the Government Boys’ Cattle 
Breeding Club. 

Ist. Holstein heifer clubs may be 
formed in any community where it 
is possible to secure a membership of 
ten or more. 


2nd. Clubs must be organized un- 
der the constitution prescribed by 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 


Canada. 

3d. Heifers for each club must be 
selected with a view of having all 
freshen at the same season of the 
year. 

4th. The official Fieldman of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Can- 
ada will purchase on order, the num- 


ber of heifers necessary to supply 
members who desire to purchase 


through that source. Members who 
desire to secure their heifers through 
other sources must have their entries 
approved by the Fieldman. ; 

5th. Each member who desires to 
purchase his’ heifer through the 
assistance of the Fieldman must be 
prepared to finance the transaction 
on the date on which the heifers are 
allotted. 

6th. The heifers and calves must 
be showed on the Fair Ground in 
order to compete for the prizes. 

7th. Each member must enter his 
heifers in the Record of Performance. 

8th. In making the awards in the 
heifer class, 50% will be allowed for 
conformation and 50% for produc- 
tion. The rating for production will 
be worked out on a definite schedule 
based on the actual milk obtained and 
the estimated butterfat credited to 
each individual entry. 

The points will be allotted for the 

production as follows: The first six 
months of lactation will be taken for 
consideration, allowing 1 point of 
each 100 lbs. of milk and 1 point for 
each 4 lbs. of butterfat. The aim of 
this competition will be to demon- 
strate the importance of maintaining 
a proper balance between individual- 
ity and productive capacity in ap- 
praising™ breeding stock. 
* A gubstantial list of prizes is 
given by the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of Canada to encourage these 
organizations, 





Success Obtained by the Clubs Organ- 
ized During the Fall 1926 


Six clubs have been organized dur- 
ing the fall 1926; these have been 
placed in the following localities: 

lst—Waterloo, Que., with 10 mem- 
bers; 2nd—Lachute, Que., with 10 
members; 3rd—Lachenaie, Que., with 
18 members; 4th—St. Paul L’Ermite. 
Que., with 12 members; 5th—Cabane 
Ronde, Que., with 15 members; 6th-- 
L’Epiphanie, Que., with 21 members. 

For every one of these members 
one pure bred 2-year-old heifer has 
been bought and most of them have 
been entered in the Record of Per- 
formance. 

Being the first year of this organ- 
ization it has been decided to reward 
every member who has shown or 
entered his heifer in the Record of 
Performance. 

The following table shows the aver- 
age production of milk and butterfat 
for the complete lactation period as 
it appears at the Office of the Record 
of Performance Division at Ottawa.

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Prices of pure bred dairy cattle. in- 
cluding five of the leading breeds, 
were steady to higher in 1927 than 
in 1926, according to reports from in- 
dividual breeders to the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics, United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

Of the 22,838 pure bred dairy cat- 
tle reported sold, 1.759 were Ayrshire, 
530 Brown Swiss, 3,843 Guernsey, 11.- 
531 Holstein-Friesian and 5,175 Jer- 
sey. 

Combining the auction and private 
sales of the above breeds, the results 
by sex and age groups are as follows: 
Of the 7,065 bulls under one year of 
age, more than 28% sold for less than 
$50 per head, 35% sold between $50 
and $100. 27% between $100 and $200, 
and 9% for $200 and above. Six ani- 
mals of this group brought between 
$3,000 and $5,900 and 3 sold for more 
than $5.000 each.

Of the 5,930 mature cows three 
years old or over, 73% brought prices 
between $100 and $250 each. 10% 
sold below $100 and 17% sold for 
$250 or more. 

There were 820 animals reported 
sold between $350 and $750 each, 201 
between $750 and $5.000 and 10 above 
$5,000. 


Comparison of the percentages of 
total sales in 1927 within specified 
price ranges, with similar percent- 
ages for previous vears, indicates 


that not only were the prices in 1927 
higher than in 1926, but that the 
trend of prices has been steadily up- 
ward since 1924. 

This report shows that 52% of the 
pure bred dairy cattle reported in 
1927 were sold in the North Central 
States, 27% in the North Atlantic, 
12% in the Southern and 9% in the 
Mountain and Pacific States.

This statement is based on the sale 
of 11,531 pure bred Holstein-Friesian 
cattle, as reported by 1,070 breeders 


in various sections of the United 
States. These sales consisted of 3- 
891 bull calves, 1,542 heifer calves 


under one year of age, 797 bulls one 
and under three years of age, 182 
bulls three years ola and over, 2,147 
heifers one and under three years of 
age and 2,972 cows three years old 
and over. There were 581 more ani- 
mals reported sold in 1927 than were 


reported in 1926 by practically the 
same number of breeders. 
Of the bull calves, 25% sold below 


$50 per head, 36% sold between $50 
and $100 and 30% between $100 and 
$200 and 9% above $200, thirteen ani- 
mals selling for more than $1.000 per 
head. Thirty-eight per cent of the

road from Peking to Kaifeng. I went 
to Peking and by our American minis- 
ter was introduced to Marshal Chang 
Tso-lin. I told him the story of the 
cattle and of our efforts to help China 
and asked for a military pass and 
free transportation for the cattle from 
Kaifeng to Peking. The Marshal 
gave me all I asked for and sent a

FUNDS ASKED TO PAY FARMERS 
FOR WORK IN CORN BORER 
CAMPAIGN 


An agreement to postpone the 
“cleanup” of corn acreages infested 
by the European corn borer from 
spring to the fall, and to compensate 
the farmers for the extra work in 
helping to eradicate the pest has been 
reached with the Department of 
Agriculture, Representative Purnell 
(Rep.) of Attica, N. Y., author of the 
bill (H. R. 10377), for eradication of 
the corn borer, announced March 28, 
before the Committee on Agriculture 
of the House. 

The bill carried an appropriation of 
$10,000,000 by the Federal Govern- 
ment, which would be employed in 
compensating the farmers, mainly in 
Ohio and-Indiana, for extra work in- 
cident to “cleaning-up” the borer by 
plowing over the ground so infested. 
A rate of compensation to be fixed 
by the Department of Agriculture, 
probably about $2 per acre would be 
fixed. 

Provision For Expenditures 

The bill provides that the appro- 
priation be placed at the disposal of 
the Seertary of Agriculture to enable 
him “to apply such methods of eradi- 
cation or control of the European 
corn borer as in his judgment may 
be necessary” and for all other neces- 
sary expenses. 

No expenditures from this appro 
priation would be made “until the 
States wherein the European corn 
borer exists shall have provided 
necessary regulatory legislation, and 
until a sum or sums adequate to State 
cooperation shall have been appro 
priated, subscibed, or contributed by 
State, county or local authorities or 
individuals, or organizations.” 

Provision also is made that no part 
of the $10,000,000 appropriation shall 
be used to pay the cost or value of 
corn or other farm crops or property 
injured or destroyed.

OHIO TUBERCULIN TESTING LAW 
UPHELD 

In a sweeping decision announced 
by Judge W. D. Jones of the Common 
Pleas Court, the temporary injunc- 
tions against the testing of cattle for 
tuberculosis and the appropriating of 
funds to pay for tests were dissolved 
and the injunction petitions practical- 
ly dismissed from court. 

OK o* * 

The decision upholds the constitu- 
tionality of the Riggs law, under 
which the testing was being done, 
and disposes of every contention 
raised by those opposed to the test. 

The Court discussed every phase 
of the question at considerable length 
citing numerous decisions including 
one from the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 
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Judge Jones laid particular stress 
in his decision upon the question of 
compensation for the condemned 
cattle. He held that the condemned 
cattle do not come under the provi- 
sions of the state constitution in 
regard to the appropriation of private 
property for public use. He declared 
the cattle are not used for public pur- 
poses but are destroyed because they 
constitute a nuisance and a danger 
to the community. In connection 
with this phase of the decision Judge 
Jones cited a decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in which it was 
specifically held that states have 
authority to destroy diseased cattle 
without compensation if they so 
desire. 

It is further held in regard to the 
manner of testing that it is not the 
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own price.

THE DOMESTIC DAIRY MARKETS 
SITUATION (MARCH, 1928) 


In the light of usual developments 
during March, butter markets of the 
past month have been notably steady. 
This is particularly true as compari- 
son is made with March of last year, 
when as it will be remembered prices 
first broke sharply and then came 
back for a more than complete re- 
covery. The spring of 1927 was, 
however, unusual throughout from a 
butter price standpoint, with an April 
average higher by several cents than 
any April since 1920. During the past 
thirty days, butter markets’ have 
been more like 1925 than any other 
recent year, except for being some 
2 to 3 cents higher, and even in the 
earlier part of the year the general 
trend was somewhat similar. The 
time is approaching when a seasonal 
price decline may be expected, and 
while it is a matter of conjecture as 
to when this decline will begin in 
earnest and how low prices will go 
this year, it is safe to assume that 
the April average will be lower than 
March, for that is the rule rather 
than the exception. To that extent 
we can look ahead. The difference 
between March and April price aver- 
ages has been close to 4 cents during 
the past five years. 

In another month, there should be 
some evidence of what the new 
season promises, both in the matter 
of prices and production. In the 
meantime, current production  to- 
gether with the cleaning out of re- 
maining stocks of storage butter will 
take care of consumptive demand. 
Butter stocks are already down to an 
amount which in itself is of little 
consequence. Estimating on _ the 
basis of weekly reports covering a 
large number of storage points, there 
are probably less than ten million 
pounds of butter left in storage now,

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satisfactory. In connection with 
storage reserves it may be noted that 
cheese stocks continue to show a 
shortage as compared with last year, 
despite which the _ out-of-storage 
movement the past few weeks has 
been heavier than a year ago. A 
heavier movement also applies to con- 
densed and evaporated milk stock, 
which adds an element of strength to 
the market on these commodities, 
since total stocks were still quite 
heavy according to the March 1 
report. This gave total stocks held 
by manufacturers as 119,000,000 Ibs., 
a reduction under February 1, of 28,- 
000,000 lbs., as compared with an 
average reduction of but 8,000,000 lbs. 

Some increase in dairy production 
is taking place, although trade re- 
ports covering the first half of March 
indicate that the increase is as yet 
small. Total U. S. butter production 
during February is estimated as 96,- 
768,000 lbs., an increase over Feb- 
ruary last year of 1.87 per cent. Con- 
densed and evaporated milk produc- 
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forthcoming shipments. On the other 
hand, it is reported that a small 
quantity of foreign butter which had 
been held in bond at New York was 
recently returned to London. Ex- 
ports of canned milk have increased 
some, as the result of demand from 
the United Kingdom. Total exports 
of this class of goods over January 
and February were 21,500,000 Ibs., 
compared with 15,400,000 Ibs. last 
year. 

One other feature of recent dairy 
market developments is perhaps of 
more than passing interest at this 
time, namely, the decreasing spread 
between prices of highest quality 
butter and the lower grades. The 
present difference between 92 score 
and 87 score butter at New York is 
only 3 cents. A month ago it was 
4% cents, and two months ago it was 
5 cents. Back in November the dif- 
ference was as great as 9 cents. This 
change may be attributed to the fact 
that weather conditions are now more 
favorable for the production of better 
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ciate dairy  husbandman, United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
who has prepared a brief publication 
on “Improving Dairy Herds.” 

Marked improvement in the herd is 
difficult to obtain, he says, unless 
records are kept for accurately de- 
termining the production of individ- 
ual cows, their feed consumption, 
and economy of production. These 
may consist of private records, rec- 
ords obtained by cow-testing circles 
or clubs, or records kept by dairy- 
herd-improvement associations. At 
the present time where dairy-herd- 
improvement associations are practi- 
cal, they furnish by far the best 
method of keeping records. 

Using such records as a guide, the 
farmer with the help of the tester is 
able to figure out better methods of 
feeding, care, and management. All 
cows that do not respond profitably 
to intelligent feeding are eliminated, 
and careful attention given to prob- 
lems of breeding.

sequences. Inbreeding should be 
practiced only by the most skillfy) 
breeders, and by them only when they 
have definite knowledge of the ances- 
try of the animals involved. The pur. 
chaser of inbred males, however 
need have no fear of using them if 
they are superior representatives of 
the breed. As a matter of fact he 
should prefer inbred males to others, 
especially if they are not related to 
his females, because they are more 
nearly pure in their hereditary make- 
up, and for that reason are more 
likely to reproduce themselves with 
uniformity. They should be sold 
under a guaranty of replacement if 
they do not breed. It is a general 
rule that inbred animals when bred 
to unrelated ones, even through the 
latter are themselves inbred, produce 
offspring larger ana more vigorous 
than either parent. 





FARM CO-OPS ENGAGE IN MANY 
ACTIVITIES BESIDES SELLING 


So much attention has been (i- 
rected to the selling end of the farm- 
ers’ cooperative movement that some 
of its other aspects are in danger of 
being overlooked. Cooperative buy- 
ing, for example, takes care of sev- 
eral hundred million dollars worth of 
the farmers’ purchases annually. 
Many associations handling cream, 
cheese, and fruit buy supplies used in 
preparing their products for market. 
Such purchases are not at present re° 
corded in the statistics of cooperative 
buying. The United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture expects to have 
fairly accurate statistics this year on 
cooperative purchases. Meantime, it 
points out that at least 50 per cent of 
the farmers’ business organizations 
in the United States are engaged in 
some form of cooperative buying. 

Out of 10,803 associations listed in 
the department records, 5,386 re- 
ported cooperative purchases last 
year. Among the commodities pur- 
chased were feeds, fuel, containers, 
seeds, fertilizers, building materials, 
fencing, implements and machinery, 
hardware, spraying material, and 
general merchandise. Some associa- 
tions specialize in purchasing things 
required for production on the farm. 
Business of this kind is increasing. 

Many important activities carried 
on by farmers’ associations can not 
be measured in purchases and sales. 
All told, there are more than 69,000 
agricultural associations in the 
United States. Among them are edu- 
cational associations, production asso- 
ciations, credit societies, rural tele- 
phone companies, and mutual fire in- 
surance agencies. Fire insurance 
particularly is an important business 
carried cooperatively by farmers’ or- 
ganizations. It is estimated that 
farmers’ mutual associations carry 
fire risks amounting to more than 
$10,000,000,000 annually.

A pilgrimage to the birthplace of 
modern cooperation is being or- 
ganized by the trustees of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Cooperation in con- 
nection with its fourth summer ses- 
sion to be held at Berkeley, Califor- 
nia, July 9 to August 4. 

The “pilgrims” will assemble at 
Los Angeles in the Hotel Alexandria 
on the morning of July 8. The next 
day they will begin field trips to 
representative plants operated by the 
major California cooperatives. At 
those points executives and depart- 
ment heads will explain the mechani- 
eal details of handling some of the in- 
ternationally famous brands of co- 
operatively produced products. 

The tour will include representa- 
tive communities in the citrus, wal- 
nut, raisin, dairy and poultry belts, 
and in the deciduous fruit sections.

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PUREBRED DAIRY COWS EXCEL 
GRADES IN ECONOMICAL 
PRODUCTION 


The statement is sometimes made 
that grade dairy cows produce as 
much milk and butterfat per cow as 
pure breds. Even when it is admitted 
that pure breds produce more than 
grades, it is sometimes claimed that 
the grades produce more economical- 
ly. Such conclusions, according to 
Dr. J. ‘C. McDowell, dairy husband- 
man of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, have as a rule been 
based on general observations or on 
a comparatively small number of 
records. 

As a matter of fact, after compar- 
ing the records of 29,397 pure bred 
cows and 71,745 grades in dairy-herd- 
improvement associations, Doctor Mc- 
Dowell finds that these pure breds 
excelled the grades in both production 
and in income over cost of feed by 
7 to 10 per cent. The results of this 
study are discussed in Circular 26-C, 
“Comparison of Pure bred and Grade 
Dairy Cows,” just issued by the 
department. 

On an average, in one year the 
pure breds of all ages ate $14.52, or 
23 per cent, worth of feed more per 
cow than the grades. They produced 
10.6 per cent more milk and 6.7 per 
cent more butterfat than the grades, 
and in yearly income over cost of 
feed they excelled the grades by 9.7 
per cent, or $8.66 per cow. 


The records also showed that the 
pure breds, on the average, excelled 
the grades in milk production until 
the age of 13 years, in butterfat pro- 
duction until the age of 11 years, and 
in income over cost of feed per cow 
until the age of 11 years. After these 
ages the grades slightly excelled the 
pure breds. Doctor McDowell attri- 
butes this to the practice of closer 
culling in grade herds than in pure 
bred herds. It is obvious that culling 
out the low producers from the grade 
herds is largely responsible for only 
high producers reaching the aged 
group. In pure bred herds, however, 
culling is not so generally practiced 
on a production basis. Close culling 
is practiced in grade herds but the 
pure bred herd is improved largely 
through breeding. 

Both grade-herd owners and pure 
bred-herd owners can draw a lesson 
from these facts, says Doctor 
McDowel'. Closer culling is im-

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FARM PRICE INDEX HIGHER 

The Department of Agriculture 
index of the general level of farm 
prices advanced during the period 
February 15 to March 15 from 135 to 
137 per cent of the pre-war level, the 
advance of two points being account- 
ed for by a general but moderate 
advance in most of the commodities 
included in the index. Only three 
commodities listed declined during 
the month, eggs, hogs and hay, the 
most significant decline being in eggs 
which was largely seasonal. Hog 
prices have followed a downward 
trend for several months, while the 
decline in the farm price of hay has 
had a general downward trend since 
the harvesting of last year’s large 
hay crop. At 137 the index is 11 
points higher than on March 15 a 
year ago. 

The group indexes show increases

in grains, fruits and vegetables and 
cotton and cottonseed, and declines, 
largely seasonal, in the dairy and 
poultry group, while the meat animals 
index remained unchanged due to the 
higher prices of beef cattle, veal calf, 
lambs and sheep being offset by the 
decline in hog prices. 

Hog prices continued to’ decline 
during the past month, the relative 
farm price at 103 being the lowest 
point since July 1924. The decline 
this month may be accounted for 
largely by the continuation of heavy 
market receipts. The unfavorable 
feeding ratio may be a factor in caus- 
ing the heavy marketings. The corn- 
hog ratio declined from 9.6 to 8.7. 

The farm price of corn from 
February 15 to March 15 advanced 
approximately 10 per cent over the 
preceding month. The higher farm 
price this month is explained to a

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large extent by light receipts and 
good foreign demand. Better quality 
may also explain to some extent the 
higher prices received by farmers. 

The farm price of potatoes ad. 
vanced during the period February 
15 to March 15, the relative farm 
price going up from 138 to 162. This 
advance is probably the reflection of 
the short supply in the East which 
has been accompanied by rising 
prices. 


The United States average farm 


price of wool on March 15 was about 
4 cents above March a year ago. In 
the far Western States the price was 
5 cents above last year as compared 
to an increase of only 2 cents in the 
North Central States. This difference 
in the farm price change from a year 
ago between the two areas is due to 
the difference in the marketing prac- 
tices in the two areas. In the West- 
ern States, where large flocks are 
usually kept, the wool is frequently 
contracted for by the buyer early in 
the season. In the North ‘Central 
States, where small flocks are the 
rule, the wool is usually bought by 
local buyers. In this area very little 
wool is contracted, the sale taking 
place after the wool is clipped and 
ready for delivery. 

As very little wool is actually being 
sold at this season of the year, the 
prices reported in the Western States 
probably represent the contract price 
or what the farmer will receive for 
the spring clip. This price would be 
largely influenced by the _ central 
market quotations. In the North Cen- 
tral States the prices reported are 
more likely the prices received for 
the last sales which at this season 
would be last year’s wool. AS a 
result, the far Western farm prices 
reflect the market advance in wool 
prices more quickly and to a greater 
extent than is the case in the States 
farther east. The United States 
average price of wool includes both 
areas and fails to reflect the full 
change indicated by central market 
prices.

This bull was a full brother in blood to King Segis Pontiac 
Count, King Segis Pontiac Superior, King Lilith Pontiac Segis, King Segis

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STERILITY AND ABORTION IN 
LIVE STOCK UNRELATED TO 
TUBERCULIN TESTING 
pr. J. R. Mohler, Chief of Bureau of 
Animal Industry, Makes Official 
Statement Concerning a 
Much-Discussed Topic 


“The tuberculin testing of cattle 
can not possibly cause either abor- 
tion or sterility.” This statement by 
Dr. J. R. Mohler, chief of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, United States 
Department of Agriculture, is a reply 
to assertions sometimes heard that 
tuberculin when injected into a cow 
may cause her to abort or to become 
sterile. 

At a recent hearing before a Con- 
gressional committee, Doctor Mohler 
reported extended observations on 
this subject in answer to the inquiry 
of Congressman L. J. Dickinson of 
lowa. “The bureau has the record 
of one cow,’ Doctor Mohler stated, 
“which received over 1,100 cubic cen- 
timeters of tuberculin at one time 
and that cow lived to be 18 years old 
and was never known to abort.’’ The 
cow produced many healthy calves 
during that time, Doctor Mohler also 
explained. 

“Furthermore,” he continued, “no 
cases have been recorded in the liter- 
ature on the subject which would 
lead even to the suspicion that either 
abortion or sterility is caused by the 
injection of tuberculin. I have _ per- 
sonally injected large numbers of 
pregnant cows with from 30 to 80 
drops of tuberculin subcutaneously, 
which is the old method of injecting 
tuberculin, and have yet to see the 
first cow slink her calf as the result 
of the test. With the modern meth- 
od of intradermic testing which is 
followed in over 95% of our work, 
only two drops of tuberculin are. in- 
jected into the fold of the tail. The 
claim that such a small amount of 
tuberculin will produce abortion or 
sterility is purely a figment of the 
imagination and without any founda- 
tion in fact.” 

“For instance, almost in the shad- 
ow of this Capitol Building,’ Doctor 
Mohler continued, ‘there are two 
Government-owned herds averaging 
from 150 to 250 cows each, which 
have been tuberculin tested annually 
and sometimes semi-annually for at 
least two decades, and they are free 
not only of tuberculosis but of abor- 
tion as well, despite the fact that the 
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Mr. Bowman selected Marathon De Kol Drosky, who was sired by a 30-lb. 
son of Marathon Bess. Burke and from an 1,151-lb. dam with 29,542 lbs. milk. 
The next herd sire, King Lakeland Sylvia Waldorf, is sired by King Echo 
Sylvia Waldorf, one of the greatest sons of Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac, 
and is from a 31-lb. granddaughter of Spring Farm King Pontiac. In the 
herd today are 15 daughters of this last sire, three daughters of Marathon 
De Kol Drosky and forty daughters and twenty double grahddaughters of 
K. S. P. Sir Lilith. There will be thirty fresh cows in the sale, which will 
probably be the largest Holstein sale in Kansas this year. The herd is full 
accredited and has not had a reactor since it was established.

ALL INTERSTATE SHIPMENTS OF 
TICKY CATTLE PROHIBITED 
AFTER:APRIL 30 


New Federal regulations governing 
the interstate movement of live stock 
become effective on and after May 1, 
1928. Full particulars concerning 
them are contained in Bureau of 
Animal Industry Order 309, signed by 
Secretary of Agriculture Jardine. 

The principal change in the new 
regulations, compared with those now 
in effect, is in connection with the 
interstate movement of cattle from 
the area quarantined for Texas or 
tick fever. For many years the ship- 
ment of ticky cattle under quarantine 
restrictions for immediate slaughter 
has been permitted by special provi- 
sion in the Act of Congress of 1884, 
and while this practice has long been 
objected to as dangerous by cattle 
owners and live stock-sanitary of- 
ficials of the tick-free areas of the 
United States, it was not until the 
enactment of the ‘“‘Crisp Bill” in June, 
1926, that this special provision was 


* repealed. 


Under the provisions of the Crisp 
Act, which take effect May 1, 1928, 
the interstate shipment of tick-infest- 
ed cattle for slaughter or other pur- 
poses will be prohibited and cattle 
of the quarantined area or other 
ticky cattle can not be moved in 
interstate commerce until they are 
made tick free and are so certified 
by an inspector of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry. 

Under the provisions of the new 
regulations, cattle of the quarantined 
area shipped for immediate slaughter 
must be dipped and certified as tick 
free in a manner similar to that now 
required in the interstate shipment 
of such cattle for purposes other than 
slaughter. 

The new order makes but minor 
changes in the regulations to prevent 
the spread of scabies in cattle and

SEASON OF 1928 

In again calling the attention of ex- 
hibitors and fair managers to the 
liberal appropriations of The Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America 
for Special Prizes at fairs for the 
season of 1928, we point with pride 
to the wonderful showing of our breed 
at the shows of 1927. 

From data which we have gathered 
our cattle out-numbered the combined 
showing of the four other dairy breeds 
at many of these fairs and continued 
to attract the largest number of 
observers. 

Another thing that has been quite 
noticeable is that at many of the 
fairs in the great beef producing 
states, where five or six years ago 
the beef breed outnumbered ours 
about three or four to one, our show- 
ing now is equal to and in some in- 
stances surpasses theirs. 

The Committee on Prizes at Fairs 
again presents for the consideration 
of breeders its schedule of Special 
Prizes at fairs and various important 
exhibitions in this country. The total 
amount so offered exceeds $20,000. It 
is to be hoped that exhibitors in all 
sections will take advantage of this 
liberal opportunity to co-operate with 
the work of the Association by mak- 
ing their exhibits as full and complete 
and of as high quality as possible. 
The policy of offering a set of 


prizes adopted by the committee for 
just a few of the large district and 
county fairs in each state has worked 
out very satisfactorily as indicated 
by the fine letters received from 
many of the secretaries of these 
fairs. About eighty sets were used. 
They were made up as follows: 


One Small True Type Cow 
best exhibit of the breed. 


One Gold Medal in a Neat Leather 
Case—For best Get of Sire. 

One Bronze Medal in a Neat 
Leather Case—For best Produce of 
Cow. 

These prizes were forwarded to the 
secretaries two or three weeks before 
the fair. Each was accompanied by 
a printed placard designating the 
purpose for which it was offered. A 
request was made of the secretaries 
of the fairs that these prizes be dis- 
played in some prominent bank or 
department store window for two 
weeks previous to the fair. This 
proved of great advertising value 
both to the fair and our breed. 

The conditions of these offers are: 

First, That all animals must be 
registered in the MHolstein-Friesian 
Association of America before exhi- 
bition, that they must also stand on 
our records in the name of the ex- 
hibitor. A transfer of ownership for 
the purpose of exhibiting will debar 
an animal and operate against the 
payment of prizes .offered by the 
Association. 

Second, Where money prizes are 
offered, the awards must be placed 
by one of the Official Judges of the 
Association, whose names appear on 
the list or who are duly authorized. 
Judges are instructed to award no 
prize except where the animals are 
strictly first-class and merit the 
award, and in all cases of doubt 
prove the identity of the exhibit by 
comparison with the certificate of 
registry. : 

Third, The Judge or the superin- 
tendent of dairy cattle shall examine 
the certificates of registry and trans- 
fer to see that the provisions of the 
first requirement have been complied 
with. 


For 
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Fourth, The Association’s share of 
the prizes will be paid direct from 
the Secretary’s office and not by the 
fair management. 


Fifth, A report of the awards shajj 
be made on a special blank furnished 
by the Secretary of The Holsteip. 
Friesian Association of America 
within sixty days of the close of the 
fair; otherwise, the awards will not 
be paid. 

In the case of state herds where 
five herds are required to fill the 
class, if three herds are shown, third, 
fourth and fifth money shall be paid 
but the Judge is instructed to award 
first, second and third prizes if the 
herds are meritorious.

Calf Club Work 
The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America, desiring to be of service 
to boys and girls club work, offers 
assistance at State fairs in the matter 
of prizes to boys and girls owning 
and showing Holsten-Friesian calves. 
The amount offered at each State 
fair will be based upon the number 
of Holstein-Friesian Calf Club mem- 
bers enrolled with the State Club 
Leader of the College of Agriculture. 
The states will be divided into 
groups as follows: 
Class A—States having 400 or more 
Holstein Calf Club Members $100 
Class B—States having between 200 
and 400 Holstein Calf Club Mem- 
bers $75 
Class C—States having between 100 
and 200 Holstein Calf Club Mem- 
bers $50 
Class D—States having less than 100 
Holstein Calf Club Members $25 
The conditions governing the pro- 
posed assistance are as follows: 


1. The state Holstein-Friesian 
associations or forces shall give at 
least an equal amount of money at 
the State fair for boys and girls Calf 
Club work. 


2. -Applications for prize money at 
State fairs can be made any time up 
to March 15, 1928, and such applica- 
tion may be based upon the estimated 
enrollment of Holstein-Friesian Calf 
Club members. By June 1, 1928, this 
estimate must be verified by a state- 
ment from the State Leader of boys 
and girls clubs giving the total num- 
ber of club members enrolled in Hol- 
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stein-Friesian Calf Club work for the 
current season. The names and ad- 
dresses of the Holstein club members 
should be forwarded to this office not 
later than August 1, 1928. 

3. All applications shall include the 
proposed plan for distribution of the 
prize money, approved by the State 
Leader of boys and girls clubs. 

Application for the above prize 
money should be made to the Exten- 
tion Service, Earl J. Cooper, Director, 
230 East Ohio Street, Chicago, 
Illinois. 

Scholarships 

The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America, through the Prize Com- 
mittee, has offered two scholarships 
in the Students Judging Contest at 
the National Dairy Exposition: 

One to the Agricultural College 
student standing highest in judging 
our breed at the National Dairy Ex- 
position.

Both of the above must be used for 
post-graduate work in Animal Hus- 
bandry.

BANQUET 





Ninth Annual Get-Together of Salem- 
Cumberland-Gloucester Holstein- 
Friesian Association Breaks All 

Records in Attendance 


The dairymen of South Jersey ban- 
queted at the Salem Armory last 
Thursday evening. This has _ hap- 
pened before, in fact, this was the 
ninth annual banquet of the Salem- 
Cumberland-Gloucester Holstein-Frie- 
sion Association. They have, how- 
ever, never before turned out in such 
large numbers. 275 were seated at 
the table when S. W. Ridgway, veteran 
Holstein breeder and President of the 
Association, called the meeting to 
order. W. H. Homan of Salem and 
Elmer Wene of Vineland, acted as 
song leaders and greatly enlivened 
the evening by their efforts. 

President Ridgway introduced as 
first speaker of the evening, Dr. J. H. 
McNeil, Chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry of the New Jersey State De- 
partment of Agriculture. Dr. McNeil 
took up in detail the subjec: of tuberc- 
ulin testing of cattle in New Jersey. 
He gave it as his opinion that the 
Boards of Health of Philadelphia and 
New York City, would soon require 
all milk coming into those munici- 
palities to be produced from tubercu- 
lin tested herds. He stated thet 60,- 
000 cattle in 7,180 herds in New Jer- 
sey are now under test and that 400 
herds are now signed up to be tested 
which cannot go under test before 
July ist, unless the 50,000 deficiency 
appropriation now before the New 
Jersey legislature, is granted. 

Regarding the indemnity paid for 
reactors, Dr. McNeil said that the in- 
crease in the price of beef had made 
it possibl. for the owner to receive a 
larger amount for each reactor taken 
out of his herd. 18% of the 15,000 
dairy cows in Salem County are tuber- 
culin tested. Gloucester with 5,100 
total cow population, has had 48% 
tested while Cumberland has had 
50% of its 5,400 cattle tes‘ cd. 

George I. Ball, Salem County Agent 
was introduced and spoke on Herd 
Improvement Association work. He 
said that in his opinion there should 
be a large increase in the number of 
cattle in the county enroll 1 in these 
associations.

Improvement Associations were pre- 
sented with diplomas issued by the 
National Dairy Association for an 
average production of over 300 pounds 
of butterfat in their herds during the 
past year as shown by the records of 
the herd improvement association to 
which they belong.

The recent fifth annual Cache Coun- 
ty Holstein Consignment sale was 
held at Logan with a record break- 
ing crowd. The breeders, considering 
the good demand for cattle at this 
time, made a very creditable showing 
in the quality of their consignments 
with a result that good prices pre- 
vailed throughout. Thirty-nine head 
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went under the hammer of Colonel § 
A. Walter of Idaho, consisting of nine 
bull calves, seventeen pure bred fe. 
males and thirteen grades. The bull 
calves averaged $95.00 per head, with 
the top of $130 for a good young gon 
of Marathon Bess Burke 25th, 403974, 
a consignment of P. L. Nelson of 
Richmond. The pure bred females 
which consisted of several heifers 
and heifer calves averaged $175.00. 
Hans P. Anderson of Hyrum ¢on- 
signed the top of the sale, with the 
nine-year-old cow, Hazelwood Beauty 
Hartog Posch, who went at $305.00. 
The thirteen grades, which also in- 
cluded several heifers and calves, 
averaged $118.00. Two grade cows 
sold at $185.00 each. Cow testing 
records were available on nearly all 
of milking age.

Through the activity of the Veter- 
inary and Dairy Departments of the 
Oregon Agricultural College, consid- 
erable work has been done in Oregon 
in testing herds for abortion. While 
no treatment has been recommended, 
segregation of reactors and more 
sanitary methods are advocated. 

Considerable Holstein and other 
dairy activity is on the docket for 
the Northwest during the summer 
months. 

Washington has a series of Hol- 
stein tours and picnics scheduled 
from June 4th to 14th. 

Oregon will have their tours and 
meetings the latter part of July. 

Idaho will stage her annual Black 
and White Days May 2list to June 
1st. 

Utah will concentrate their efforts 
in Cache Valley May 4th, at which 
time the annual meeting of the State 
Association will be held. It is ex- 
pected that at least 300 head of Hol- 
steins will be on exhibit at this time. 

In addition to these Holstein days 
the Union Pacific Railroad and the 
University of Idaho are running a 
dairy demonstration train in Idaho 
July 9th to 21st. 

At a recent dairy meeting in this 
section the operator of a cheese fac- 
tory was giving his audience a line 
up on the value of the milk from the 
different breeds in the manufacture 
of cheese. Among other things he 
said, “If you dairymen don’t want 
Holsteins and must have milk buy a 
cocoanut.” 

Three new County Holstein Associ- 
ations have recently been organized. 
In Sevier County, Utah, the associa- 
tion elected Boyd Buchanan of Ven- 
ice, President; W. O. Fitzgerald of 
Richfield. Vice-President; and W. L. 
Hansen of Elsinore, Secretary-Treas- 
urer. 


Wasatch County also organized 
their first County Holstein Associa- 
tion and elected officers for the year. 
This County has made great strides 
with their Holstein activities the 
past year and boast of one of the 
finest calf clubs in the Northwest. 

The Holstein Breeders of Snoho- 
mish County, Washington, organized 
and elected Ed Hoem of Snohomish, 
President; Martin Treosti of Snoh- 
omish, Vice-President; and Earl-Tay- 
lor of Monroe, Secretary-Treasurer. 

The program for these new associ- 
ations is to support their local calf 
clubs, assist with exhibits at the 
fairs, and hold a summer tour and 
picnic. Snohomish County expects 
to put a County herd on the North- 
western Show Circuit this fall. 

Thirty-five breeders attended the 
Annual Skagit County, Washington, 
Holstein Breeders Banquet recently 
held at Mt. Vernon. Plans were 
made for an extensive circuit for the 
County show herd, and for a big Hol- 
stein Hullabaloo this summer. Col. 
Geo. Gue presided.
